Laying down tlio novel, and l•ct^al•d- 
ing Yiviaii Grioy, as lie appejii-ed iu ac- 
tual life moi-G thiui liftj yi.'ara ago, wo 
shall liud fact scarcely less luoviuf^- 
than fiction. The sou of a man whose 
Tiew of the universe M'as bounded by 
tho walls of bis library, and who askeil 
for nothing bettor tiiuu ho .shoukl be 
left alone wilh his ijouk;?, iSoiij iQiin 
Disraeli was originally dcstmeil for 
tho law. Ho wao pluco<l in llio ollicc 
of a firm of attorneys iu Old Jewry, 
but doea not appear to have stayed 
there ionj;, and was soon heard of in 
tho literary world. In lS2G,thu auLhur 
being then in his twenty-lii.st year, the 
first volume of "Vivian Grey" ajjiiear- 
ed and created a great Hcnsaliou. The 
subjective character of tho work was 
at once recognized, and tho future 
Premier waa as well known fifty years 
ago by tho "alias" of Vivian Grey as 
he was by tho name hu at that lime 
desired to bo spoken of — to wit, Dis- 
raeli the Younyer. He was well re- 
ceived in good Bociotv, and was a fa- 
vorite visitor at tho Gountess of IJles- 
Hiugton's. Hero isapicluro of him, 
drawn by a chance visitor at tho Coun- 
tess of Blessington'a. "Disraeli," as 
tho name was spelt in those days, "had 
arrived before me, and sat in the deep 
window looking out upon Hyde Park, 
with the last rays of daylight reflected 
from tho gorgeous gilt of a .splendidly 
embroidered waistcoat, ratcnt leiilhnr 
pumps, a white etick with a black 
cord and tassel, and a quantity of 
chains about his neck and pockets, 
Korved to make him, even iu tlie dim 
light, a conspicuous object. D Isrj.^li 
has one of the most remarkable faces 
I ever saw. Ho is a livid ly pale, and, 
but for the energy of liis action and 
the strengtbi of his lungs, would seem 
to be a victim to consumption. His 
eye ia black is Erciina, and has tho 
most mocking, lyiug^-iu-wait Kort of 
expression conceivable. His moulli 
is alive with a kind of working and 
iiupatiout nervousness, and when ho 
has buret forth, as ho doe.s constantly, 
•with £< perfectly suc'cossful cataract of 
oxpressiou, it assumes ii curl of trium- 
phant scorn that would 1k) worthy a 
Mephistopheles. Uis hair is as extra- 
ordinary as his taste iu waist C()atf;. A 
thick heavy mass of jet-black ringlets 
falls over his loft cheek almost io a 
cojlarless stock, while on tho riglit 
temple it is parteil nv..\ put a\v;iy with 
tho smooth caret ulncs.s ol a girl's and 
shines mst unctously 'with thy incom- 
parable oil.Maoassar! 'Itwas not(jnly in 
dress that tho young Disraeli sparkled. 
•'Ho talked like a racchor.^c apjiroach-

OIVIO~ECONWUm 

The now City Council have set to work 
in good oftrnost to pare down the cost of 
governing the Municipality; aud on Mon- 
day evening efifeoted economies that will 
aggregate about 82000 per annum. Whe- 
ther the retirement of the Water Coinmis 
sioner was a prudent step remains to Lo 
■een. Viewed in one way it is i\ saving 
of 81200 per annum iu Bfthivy; unci with 
tho plodgo of rati-unohiueiit still warm ou 
their lip* tho OouncillorH coiihl not havo 
contiuuoJ an olTicer who, however ellicioiit 
•nd honorable his record, should in their 
opinion ha dispensed with. It may bo 
said that tho actioa of the old Council in 
nmoving the Commissioner has heon 
endorsed by the new Council; but tho 
course of the latter was prompted by nio- 
tives that oould scarcely beoallcd woitby, 
while the action of tho former was taken 
because the Councillors hud satitlicd 
themselves that the dntios of tho oihco 
CJuld be aniulganmtod with those df the 
City EngiuoBr. Th'5 public, however 
much tliey may regret to lose Mv. Kobin- 
Bon, will acquiosco in tho decision of tho 
Council as n perfectly unprejudiced act 
on the part of the City Fathers, 
■who have oertoinly grappled with the 
Oivio business in a creditable and praise- 
worthy manner. The amalgamation of 
the Superintendent's duties with 
those of the City Engineer, and 
the slight increase in salary of the 
Collector and Messenger, will bo received 
with genorftl aatisfiiction. They were un- 
derpaid before, and they will not "'wax 
fat" upon the increase now. Tho Conneil 
decided to give out tho work of putiiui; 
in servioe-pipo by tho year, and nuido 
arrangements to purcha 10 tlio water de- 
bentures from Mr. Boscrowitz's lo:-n (jf 
5100,000 by applying the Sinking l'\iu'l 
to the purpoHO, thus saviog in the 
interest aucoiiut. The eiirno^t nnil.bus- 
iuess-like manner iu which the now Coun- 
cil have set to -work liasulreudy iin|)rove(l 
the credit of tho city. We uuatM-stauil 
that tliey are about lo pay olf certain iu- 
dobteduesH of tho Couueil now beaiinj:; 
interest, and that the bank has reduoetl 
the rate for loans from twelve to ten per 
cent. 

BEITISH EEVBNTJE^TTJENS. 



Tho British Eevonue Beturns go far to 
sum up tho financial result of bi.st year. 
Thongh the public iucoinu (says tho 
3Vm«)will receive con-iderablo additions 
during the next wook, these are ujt of a 
fluctuating kind; but arising as they do 
from certain payments in the larger 
branches of commerce, bear something 
like a fixed ratio to the revenue of this 
part of the year. In the period of more 
than eight and a half months which has 
elapsed tboro are clear indications that 
neither prolonged stagnation of trade nor 
alarms of war have seriously deranged tlio 
oalonlations of the Excheciuor. Ol conriio, 
should adverse ciroumstanco.s liring about 
further complications or Bggravato the 
difficulties which already exist, we muat 
be prepared for very different results; 
but, so far as we have gone, after half a 
year during which all foreign markets 
have been continually disturbed by wars 
and rumors of still larger wars, our fiscal 
eondition is healthy, and if tho apprehend- 
ed dangers disa])|)e.ir, we safel_v look 
forward to somo balance in favor of tho 
Exchequer next April. In all this we 
liave simply the assurance of the country's 
capacity to wait. No now sources of 
wealth have been revealed. Tho old rate 
of progress is gone. There is no elastic 
revenue, just as thero are no high wages 
nor rapid creations of vast fortunes; but, 
on the otlun- haiul, i)eoplo cut and drink 
and work comfortably ai in fcrnier years. 
There is neitlior general nii.iery nor dis- 
content; and a judicious forecast of tho 
circumstances in which tho nation Ins 
heon placed has paved us from ihuigers 
which more sunguine estimates iiiighl 
hnvo involved, iu hii fii'st year uf ofllco 
Sir HtafTord Northcoto was induced to 
take a cheerful view of everything, and 
reckoned on a largo inereaso of roveuun, 
in spite of all tho warnings that wore ad- 
dressed to him. Tho period of nnxiety 
which followed taught a lesson which tho 
Chancellor of the Exoheciuor I'as fuliy 
protited by. His estimutiis uf lim-eiiuc 
this year and last were framed in u i-eso 
luto spiriLof caution, and, notwithstannd- 
ing tho unexpected continnanco of dull 
times, wo havo now the ndvantago of 
finding a revenue icluru witli a balaicc 
still on the right Hidi>. The increase has 
been very small, liut on the whole it has 
been slow and regular, and we may fairly 
hope thut tho puymouis of tho next ivei k 
will consolidate the advantage which has 
been now maintained for some time."

Tho Einanco Min- 
ister coini's in for nttack. lie is <lescrib- 
ed ns of as much uhd as tho lifth wheel to 
a coach, and tho Provincial Secretary and 
Attornoy Coneral is described as equally 
nseless. Now, the fact is that whereas 
tho late Government "ran" tho country 
(into debt aud disgrace) with four Minis- 
ters, the present Government discharge tho 
Govornniontal f unclions— and dischnrgo 
them well and creditably — with but three 
Ministers.

EDTTt)n Bbitish Colonist: — In my let- 
ter a few days ago I endeavored to show 
that little was to be eipecttd from the 
inedirttio'j of Kurl (,'arnarvon, and 1 now 
intend pointing out what our condition 
would be iniilcr different cMreninslaucos 
in tho event of the nonfultilmont of the 
Carnarvon Terms. With regard to the 
SiM)aratioQ orv, raised at such an inop- 
portune and ill-udvised timo as during 
the visit of the GoTernor-Oeiuu-al , it is 
cort,iin that nifu-e harm than good h.is 
been done to this |)art of the l'ro\ ince. 
The nature of those high in authority is 
nmoli the same aa that of onliiiaiy indi- 
viduals; and people will generally strain 
a pjint to serve and please those who ap- 
Ijrovo of their cooduot. It will be seen 
l)eforo long that tho Dominion policy is 
to jiteaso and foster tho ]\Iaiiihiiul and hit 
tho Island — owing to what is cnllcd "uii- 
reasoiiablo clamor" - carve out its own i 
destiny. Tho Province wouhl bo divided 
on tlio question of Separation, and por- 
hai)8 tho Island itself might bo divided; 
but in tho event of the Province being 
rent asunder and the Island alone leaving 
the Dominion fold, wha.t would its posi- 
tion bo ? Many pcr.-oiis in this couiiiiii- 
nity imagine that with Vaneouvor Island 
once more a Colony v>ith a free port pros- 
pGriiy would again dawn upon us. There 
could bo no ^renter fallacy than this — 
not that 1 despair of i<rosperity. The 
poojile hero aro 3.S well oil as in most 
places. The advantages in favor of a 
freo port avA supposed to be the crc.ition 
of a eoiifral doiiot from which fnroiLrn nnd 
home trade ccuild be supplied and tlio 
word "freo" being suppusi-d to wtjrk vvon- 
ilers and to ciiu>,e gotxU to bo rushed in 
here. Wcjuld thi.s illusory freedom in- 
duce the foreign meroliaut to ship a 
larger stock of goods than Ue would otiier 
wise do? Would freight and landing 
charges be less? Would prolits br larger 
and trade on a safer b.isia V Would t i.\a- 
llon 1)0 lighter thai., at [)res8nt? Would 
tho fftcilities for eiporlatioii he greater 
tnan under the present bonded system? 
To all these interrogations I answer, No. 
The merchant having no greater facility 
for exportation from the Pr'ovinoi tLnn 
he Ikis now tiicro would be iioibii fj to 
promote an ineroa--i>d eoiisa uiptn in , a- il 
conse(juently no mori! goo, Is wouid In: 
sent here than aro snfiicieut tu inciH t'lo 
demand. Prolits would not bo larger 
and might possibly bo less, should hliiii- 
raonts be made on speculation, as the 
market would be liable to unheilthy fliic- 
tu itions. Direct taxation woild Im iii- 
cre.ased to nioio than double what it now 
i-.a-tllieio wio;!d thi-n bo no rovenue 
from a fio ' p i t. (loods i!iin be landed 
as clo aply at San I'laiicisco from Euro- 
pean ports as hero. That being a iargo 
and nourishing seaport, Vancouver Islaml 
could not hope to compete with it; and 
tiie idea of o.ir being able to supidy the 
Paeiliu C 'ast chi!iiper than Sin l''iMni.'iRcii 
can, cannot be substanti'ited by facts or 
bxperii-uce. The foreign ^oods used for 
homo consuinptioii in Oregon and ('di- 
foruia would bo subject to tho samo duty 
whether imiiorted direct from Europe or 
from tim free port of Victoria, and piu- 
(diaser.i would always go to the hugor 
loaiket.

Uen with Indisputable Tails.

Rev. George Brown— a Wesley— 

has hitoly returned to Sytlnoy, after 
staying about a year in New Britain rnd 
New iroluiul groups ol iisliuulhi on the 
east coiibt of New Gumoa, nud baa 
broughl, back with hiiu some most ex- 
traordinary stories. Instead of being 
eaten, Mr. Brown hail a very good 
timo of it. The islandors, fio far from 
kuockiuy him on the head aiul after- 
wards " utilizing" him, Luvo lot him 
alone, po.shibly from a tradition cur- 
rout ninoiig cannibals in tho South 
Seas that while men tasto aboiuiuably 
.salt, which fancy probably arises from 
tho fai'l that thoy usually got hold of 
well pickled , suit juiik-eiiling sailors. 
Whether this be so or not there is no 
evidence; but it is tolerably clear that 
tho natives of tho group which Mr. 
Brown visited gave him every facility 
for inquiring into their customs. As 
a, rule, an Euglishiuaii is not allowed 
to enter "tabooed" ground, and an 
iucloaure with a taboo fence about it 
is aa sacred as the Mosque of Omur at 
Jerusalem, and that of Eyoob atCon- 
st;inliiiop!o, or the shritio of llussin at 
Ispaliuii, or llio taiuoiis Kubtorranoan 
toiiiplo of tho bweuliug silver idol at 
•Jooinar, Now, among tho South Sea 
Isiaiiilers, as tho "Earl" inis told us, 
mornlity, in the nioro technical and 
limited nccopliilion of tho term, ii an 
(iltogether unknown virtue. Tho coii- 
.seqiieiice is tli.'il in most of tho islands 
the leiuU.jg chiefs taboo their daugh- 
ters imtil Ibey are married; tbat ia to 
say, ihoy confine them in an eucloturo 
surrouiKled with a taboo fence; and 
any sacrilegious man who may enter 
thoso precincts \:i iiumediatoly speared. 

Mr. Drown, liowovGr, having won 
the conhdeiico of the natives, was al- 
lowed, as utributo to hia priestly char- 
acter, to pass tho portals of one of 
one of theso mysterious boundaries. 
Within the outer fence ho found, he 
tells us, "throe conical shaped struct- 
ures made of paiulaiius leaves sown 
together, and about four feet in cir- 
cumforeuce at the bottom, that cir- 
curnforeuce being maintained for about 
four feet upward. From liiat ])oint 
the slrucluru tapered oil' lo a iharp 
point at the top. .Each place wus 
closed by a double door of plaited 
cocoanut and paudanus leaves. In 
each of theso structures and raised 
about throe feel above thegroiiud, was a 
young girl, tiicir ages appjuently being 
eight, ten, and fourl(;uii 3 ear.s respect- 
ively." In thoso cages, he tells us, tho 
girla aro kept until they are married, 
and during tbo whole of that 
period they are not once 
allowed to touch tho ground. So 
strictly, indeed, is this rule observ- 
ed, tbat wlien the little iirincesses 
take tbeir limited walks abroad, or 
leave their hut for tho purpose of 
ubolutiou, a carpet of bamboo is laid 
down f»i' them to tread u[)on. I'Jx- 
traordiiiaiY ns tiiis .story i.s, it yet falls 
far short of what Mr. Brown has to 
tell us about tho natives of Blanche 
Buy ill tho now Ireland group. Ho 
was bore most po.sitively iis-uired that 
up in tho hiils, at a place called Kailli, 
is lo be found a race of luoii with 
tails. The appeiulagc! in question is, 
they told him, hard and inllexiblo — so 
hard, iadeed, tbat before the wearer 
dares to sit down be baa to dig a hole 
in tho sand, for if by any accident tho 
tail is broken death iiiimedialely en- 
hiios. -Mr. Brown, it is true, did not 
SCO any of these tail-boaring lunn him- 
self, but ho inciines to llic opinion 
tliat tho natives of Blanche l!ay wcvg 
telling liim tho truth, for ilioy liiinUy 
voluutcered to go into the hills 

and spear an adult siiecimcu for him 
— uu olVcr which Mr. Brown lirmly 
declined, on tho ground that it Wiis 
contrary to his religious principles to 
allow human life to bo thus needless- 
ly taken. It seems, according to Mr. 
Brown's information , that these tail- 
ed men are adrmt haiidlei.s of the 
spear and war club, that tliey run 
with astoiiisliing rapidity, that they 
are dovil-worshippors, and that they 
are so profoundly cannibal in their 
tastes ns to prefer "long pig" to any 
other fill ill of diet. 

j\Ir. Brown is careful lo tell 11s that, 
although lie has heard of llieso tailed 
men, lu! has never seen one, ami wo 
shall cousequonlly ilo well to watt for 
further evidence before we accept the 
existence of this extraordinary nice as 
au established fact. Should the stato- 
ments mado to him prove correct, n 
now iuul most iiilio csting lield of 
missionary laLau' would seem to be 
opeiHjil. iMr. Haweis, is one of his 
sermons, inclines to tho o[)inion that 
original sin is meroly another name 
for the old aniu'.ul instincts which 
still survive in us from tin) original 
Asciilian, through tho ([uadiiunanouH 
arhoreni niaiuiual, and has tliiiH con- 
trived in a most ingenious manner to 
blend tho doctrine of Darwin and 
Lorcl Monboddo with that of tho Ar- 
ticles. If animal traces in man, such 
as the stunted peak in the ear and tbo 
marked point of tho ciinino teeth, aro 
aoally tokens of our nniinal dPHcent, 
and if our animal descent bo, as Mr. 
Haweis tbiuks it, the name thing as 
original sin, there can bo no doubt 
that the jn'ocoss of conversion would 
relieve this interesting tribe of their 
caud.'il api)(:iulago, and onablo them 
to sit down withoui l\rM digging a 
hole in tho sand. More light will pro- 
bably be let upon this moat fascinat- 
ing question when Mr. Brown revisits 
tho Now Ireland group. Meanwhile, as 
the Sydney newspapers profoundly 
obsorvc, "his discoveries will, in all 
probability, cause a coiisiderablo iUit- 
, tor in tho dovecots of sciouoe." 



TTnited States Hail.

Vanderbilt's poor eighty millions 
look very small against tho mass of 
the Rothschilds' wealth, which Emile 
Burnouf, the woU-kuowu publicist, 
says has attained in tho past year to 
tho almost iucalculablo sum of sovon- 
teeu billions of francs, or I), -100,000, - 
000. Tho signiticauco of those stu- 
pendous iiguros may be rudely con- 
ceived by comparison, but there is no- 
thing in tho history of jDiivato wealth 
with which thoy can bo compared. 

A fow days ago a Biughampton but- 
cher saw a man take a (quarter of mut- 
ton from a hook outside the shop and 
(iuiotly walked away •with it. The 
butcher followed the thief toawretch- 
ed tenement, and after sorao hesita- 
tion puabod open tho door. Tho whole 
family were eating tho mutton raw. 
Tho thief said that ho was unablo to 
get work, and was compelled to tako 
whatever camo in his way in order to 
keep bi.s family from starving to death. 
Tho butcher had no heart to arrest 
the follow. 

"Sweet by-and-by" is a strange 
doath-song for a suicide. Win. ii. 
Martin, a shipping clerk, wont to hia 
boarding-house in Chicago last Tues- 
day afternoon, and after eating bis 
supper and chatting with his room- 
mate struck up "Sweet by-and-by." 
His rooin-mato joined iu tho hymn, 
and finally the chorus was reached. 
At the words "by-aud-by" there was a 
sharp report of 11 pistol. Martin had 
suddenly drawn a revolver and shot 
liimsolf. Thoro was a lovo affair back 
of tho revolver. 

Dr. A. M. Shew, Superintendent of 
the Conuecticut Hospital for the In- 
sane, contradicts tho frequently ex- 
pressed opinion that there aro 10,000 
persons in tho asylums of the United 
States who have been crazed by Spirit- 
ualism. Dr. Show says: "-"A careful 
examination of the tables of supposed 
causes in tho reports of all the asy- 
lums in the United States for the past 
ten years reveals tho fact that there 
have boon recorded le.ss than ^00 cases 
from excitement on the subject of 
Spiritualism." 

The late Commodore Vanderbilt was 
a man of few words. The letters which 
he dictated to his conlidential clerks 
were models of busiuo.'is terseness. Ho 
never made a public speech. W'hou 
ho was in London his health was 
given at a banquet, and there were 
loud calls for a speech. "Gentlemen," 
said he, "I havo never made a fool of 
myself in niy lifo, and I iim not going 
to begin now. Hero is a friend of 
mino who can talk all day. He will 
do my speaking." The friend was 
his lawyer. Ho not only kept out of 
politics, but bo stayed awuy from the 
polls. Twice iu his long lifo ho voted. 

A rc'.narkablo euro of a case of mem- 
braneous croup iu New Haven in a 
little boy two years and nine months 
old is reported. The recovery of the 
child seemed impossible, and a surgi- 
cal operation was decided upon. A 
hole was cut iu tiio windjiipo aud a 
bout tube inserted. Inside of this 
tube was one of smaller size, the t\Vo 
beiug necessary in order to keep tho 
one through which breathing was car- 
ried on from the obstruction of blood 
and uieinbrauo which were given oil' 
in coughing. The tubes wore in use 
from the Tuesday noon until thn 
Thursday of tho following week, and 
for five days the only nourishment ad- 
ministered to tho patient wsa a little 
milk. His recovery is remarkabio, ooit- 
sideriny tho exhausting character of 
his disease; but perfect success attend- 
ed the hazardous operation.

Every bank 
and every hotel in tho city has its own 
]H'ivato tletectivn, who watches all who 
come ami go, from the luirtners .Mid olli- 
ct-rs to the hell boys and inessfltigern. It 
is told of the President of a well-known 
hanking institution that now and again he 
sends for some one of his clerks, (ind holds 
somi! Mil ell convorsatiou as this: "Last 
TuoHcbiy." ho will Hiy, "vou spent the 
eveiiiii!,' in Jones' billiard saloon, did you 
not "y" "Yee, sir," will Htamiuer tho astou- 
iihe.l clerk. ''You took during tho oven- 
uig six rounds of drinks with your three 
com[) iiiions, of which you paid for four, 
did you not'?" "Yes, sir," replioa the as- 
toiiiihod Toiitli. "Then you wentto Mills' 
and lost Slo at faro; is it not so? Don't 
deny il — I Know. I know ill about you." 
'J'he I'rosident will then go on and tell liii 
man where lie lives, how he live.s, whom 
li(^ a-isouiatus with, and where he gets his 
clothes; all this to let bim seo how ho is 
watidied, and to warn him against wrong- 
doing of any kind. Withmit diRcussiiig 
the wimlom of subjecting a mail to such a 
syslein of surveill.iiu'O as tliis, without 
defending tho man w ho has so little Bclf- 
reiip.n't rts tu submit to it, it mnst be said 
that it is very ell'eotive 111 keeping young 
men iu the right jiath.
